Fowler, Ind., Jan. 2$.—Develop- 


ments today in the Big Four wreck 
i»*e«tleatio»

conducted by 


Coroner Charles S, 
C&mJey and 


Prosecutor B. G. Halt, of Ben ton 
founty. Indicate strongly tliat George 
W. Sears, tBe train dispatcher at 
Kankakee, who issued the orders to 
the two trains which clashed to- 
gether early Saturday morning and 
sacrificed ten lives will be held large- 
ly responsible for the disaster.

possible without interfering w4th 
the progress of the passenger train. 


He sent an order at 2:01 o'clock to 
the freight conductor and engineer 
telling them to proceed to tne sid- 
ing at Fowler, and that the passen- 
ger train would wait at the Fowler 
station until 2:17 o'clock. 
At the 


same time he sent another order to 
the -operator at Fowler instructing 
the passenger engineer to hold his 
train there until 2:17 that the train 
might get in the clear. f At 2:05 
o'clock the freight train 'got away 
from Swanington. 


The dispatcher testiiied that it 


would taice eight minutes at least 
to make the run and four minutes 
to get in the siding. As the "train, 
left at 2:05 o'clock, It could not 
possibly get in the clear by 2:17 ac- 
cording to the dispatcher's own 
statement.
